Roaring Flood Waters Pour 
Through Dam Into Brandon 


BRANDON, Man., July 2 — (CP)—Roaring flood waters of the Assiniboine 
river, 13 inches above a peak reached in spring floods, today poured through a 12- 
foot gap torn on the north side of a dam holding back thousands of tons of water 
from Brandon. Water stood three feet deep in some streets as residents hastily 
gathered their belongings and fled their homes. 

THE DAM ITSELF held against*—— 
the tremendous weight of water 
but the roar of thousands of gal- 
lons pouring over it was audible | 
over a wide area of the district 10/ 
miles west of here, where a tri- 
butary empties into the Assini-/ 
boine.

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A Job for Everyone 

Every person in Canada who needs and 
wants a job will be able to get steady work 
until the end of the year. This is the pre- 
diction of officials of the federal department 
of Labor whose business is to know the sit- 
uation and study the outlook. They suggest 
that employment offers will be more plenti- 
ful than applicants throughout the summer | 
and fall. 

The promise is not, of course, that every- 
one will find the particular kind of work he 
or she would prefer. Nor that all the open- 
ings will be in the best-paying classes of jobs. 
Nor that some may not have to change 
from one kind of work to another. 

No forecast carrying these assurance* 
would be worth anything, for it never hap- | 
pens in any country that every person is 
doing what he would most like to do. 
Changes from job to job and from locality 
to localty are inevitable in a country where | 
people are free to choose where and at what | 
they prefer to work. In a country where | 
they are not free to choose, many never in 
their lives get a chance to do what they 
would most like to do or to live where they 
would most like to live. 

Canadians have become so used to a 
condition of plentiful employment that we 
are likely to underrate the blessing and take | 
this for granted as the established order of 
things. But, the world over, this is not the 
case. It is not the present order in Europe, 
where millions of industrious people, many 
of them highly educated or highly skilled, | 
literally do not know what they can do to 
earn a living. 

The contrast should sharpen our ap- 
preciation of what full-employment means in 
terms of individual independence, self-respect 
and family welfare. 


Does Europe Want Help? 


It is suggested that the conference at 
Paris start proceedings by asking Washing- | 
ton how much help it will give toward the re- 
construction of Europe and “what strings 
would be attached” to the contribution. For | 
the sake of the distressed peoples of that | 
continent it is to be hoped the conference will | 
do nothing of the kind. That would be 
about as likely a way as any to wreck the 
whole project. 

If the devastated countries or some of | 
them want help, the proper course is for them.| 
to sey how much help and what kind of help 
they require, and then ask Washington what 
it is willing te do to meet the need. To de- 
mand to know at the outset how much money 
Washington proposes to give European 
states to play around with would be almost 
certain to bring a reply from Congress that 
it will give nothing. 

The United States does not owe Europe 
anything. That is the fact on which the 
conference should base its study of the re- 
construction question. Congress is thor- | 
oughly aware of that fact and will not be 
hoodwinked, bullied or jockeyed into for- 
getting it. Certainly Congress would not be 
favorably impressed if the conference should 
take the attitude that Europe would be con- 
ferring a favor by condescending to accept 
help, and suggesting a suspicion that there 
are ulterior motives behind the offer. 

France and Britain took the sensible 
course at the outset, when they agreed that 
European states should survey their posit- | 
jon and then ask the United States for as- 
sistance in specific relation to their needs. 
To reverse that course would be 2 fatal mis- 
take. If it did this the conference might as 
well dissolve and let individual countries | 
megotiate with Washington on their own | 
account.

Almost Persuaded 


Mr. Henry Wallace has talked himself 
around to the point of admitting that “Russia 
should be told” there is a deadline which it 
cannot cross without starting war with the 
United States and Britain. He said this in an 
interview at Washington, at the wind-up of 
the speaking tour which he arranged to tell 
the home folks what he meant by some 
things he had said in Britain and France.

United States has set a committee 
|of experts to work to discover 
| why, after all its expensive for-

SHORTAGE OF P.O. HELP 
Editor, Bulletin: I have been 


sending parcels to England’ for the | years of their lives to n 
past five years, an average of three 


or four per month, and I find the 
time in transit exceeds the time 
taken during the worst war years, 
although not one has been lost. 


The quickest time any parcel has 
been received is one month, but 
usually they are anything from 
six to eight weeks, and I feel that 
the explanation may be a shortage 
of help in the English post offices, 
as verified by the following: 

On April 10, this year, I posted 
two 15-pound parcels and notified 
the recipients that they were on 
the way. They each contained, 
amongst other articles, one dozen 
new-laid eggs,'butter and cooking 
fat, and on May 10 they had not 
been received. My sister spoke to 
the postman about it, and he said 
the post office was stacked high 
with parcels, but only a few could 
be delivered each day, owing to 
shortage of staff, and he promised 
to look for the parcel. It was found 
amongst the pile and delivered on 
May 14. The contents, even eggs, 
were in good condition. 

The recipient of the second par- 
cel was not so fortunate; it was 
delivered May 27, and contents 
were unusable. Now both these 
parcels were posted here at the 
same time. 

Another parcel I put in on April 
27 has not been delivered to date. 
Surely something could be done to 
expedite delivery of these food 
parcels, often sent at sacrifice by 
the donor, and I wonder if an ap- 
peal to the postmaster-general in 
England would bring any results. 
{It may be worth while trying.

can, British or Russian—all think 
in the same terms. They see history 
as just one long chain of struggles 
between whatever big powers hap- 
pened to be dominant in any given 
era.

But 
it took American power clean 
across the ocean also to that Elbe 
River, It made the whole Pacific 
ocean an “American lake.” There 
has never been in all history such 
an international expansion of nat~ 
ional power as the United States 
has had since Hitler started the 
Second World War.

THERE HAS BEEN A LOT of 
bunk talked about the “decline “f 
the British Hmpire.” That only 
has been by comparison with the 
U.S. and Soviet power. The British 
world power now includes more 
people than ever before—and mcre 
area, as it has taker over the whole 
African Italian empire 

There is nothing in the make-up 
of these three world powers which 
cannot be adjusted to secure ‘ong 
peace. That was never true of pre- 
war Germany, Italy and Japan. 
Under the economic and political 
set-ups of those countries they 
literally had to “expand or eX- 
plode.” 

The US., Britain and Soviet afl 
need peace — indeed, must have 
peace to prosper. 

The key to a real world stabil- 
ization is an honest treaty amongst 
these big three which makes peace 
not with Germany but amongst 
themselves.
